prisoners and some guns in the bands 
of the French.

Huns Meet Strong Resistance 
With the French Army In France. 
June 11— The strongest effort made 
by the Germans in the course of last 
night and this morning In their new 
offensive was In the direction of the 
railroad connecting Estres-St. Denis 
and Montdidler. The Germans met 
with such resistance that they rein- 
forced for the moment their attempts 
In this region. 

Negro troops, supported by Entente 
Allied tanks, did great execution, de- 
livered a brlllian counter attack in 
this vicinity and recaptured the for- 
est running southwest of Marquegllse, 
between Perte farm and I.oges farm. 

I last night the Allied infantry 
re-entered the village of Mery whicir 
had formed a protective point for the 
American advance through the valley. 

Seeing their progress hindered on 
this side, the Germans turned toward 
tho other flank and nearly reached 
Rihecourt to the north of which place 
the hottest etxtmnters occurred in 
the woods of Dersline court. 

The enemy will he forced to de- 
bouch on the plain near ihe Oise river 
where he will find himself without the 
shelter of woods and will be subjected 
to a concentrated fire of Allied artil- 
lery and machine guns. 

The Germans have found it neces- 
sary to bring forward more divisions 
to fill the gaps in their ranks caused 
by the terrific Allied gun fire. 

The enemy's possession of the 
heinht of Ecouvlllon. below Thles- 
court. enabled him to filter troops 
through the small valleys, making the 
position of the Allies occupying the 
small hillocks perilous and causing 
them to retire.

And as for the statement 
that we Ore fighting in this war for the establishment of world-wide 
free rade, it is absolutely without justification and should fool no one, 
not even those who make it We are in the war for, not against, the 
rights and interests of the American people. We are not in a war to 
establish our right to surrender our markets to invasion by foreign 
competition armed with a weapon of cheapness secured through the 
sacrifice of human values. Wo have had the right since the days of 
Washington and following Washington's example, we have de- 
clined to exercise it. — Nationa' Republican. 

Uncle Ram has concluded to furnish an adequate amount of 
emokiiiK tobacco in the daily rations of the soldier boys in France 
instead of having such articles contributed Ihr ou«j:1i private sources 
or forcing the men to buy such things under the item of luxuries.

Washington— Slight changes In the 
regulations under the Migratorv- 
Blrd Law have been proposed by t lie 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture In accordance with a resolution 
adopted at a recent meeting in Wash- 
ington of the Migratory-Bird Law Ad- 
visory Hoard. The proposals have 
been published, and a period of three 
months is allowed during which the 
changes may be examined and con- 
sidered before final adoption. The re- 
gulations as finally adopted will be- 
come effective on or after September 
1, 1918. 

Owing to the continued need of pro- 
lection, i is proposed to extend to Sep- 
tember 1, 1920, the closed season 
which would have expired September 
1, 1918, on band-tailed pigeons: lit- 
tle brown, sandhill, qnd whooping 
cranes; wood duck, swans, curlews, 
y i I lot and all shorebirds except the 
black-bellied and golden plovers, Wil- 
son snipe or jacksiiipc. woodcock, and 
the greater and lesser yellnwlegs. It 
is also proposed to continue the closed 
seasons on rails in California and 
Vermont . and on black-bellied and, 
golden plovers in California and I'tah 
until September 1, 1920, and on wood- 
cock in Illinois, Kentucky, and Mis- 
souri until October 1, 1920.

ART MOVEMENT IN RUSSIA 
IS GROWING it Willi. \ 



Stockholm, Juno lit — The counter 
revolutionary movement in Itussia is 
growing. The Bolshevik) are living 
their last days. 

Unless the present regime is over- 
thrown by the Combined efforts of oth- 
er revolutionary democratic parties, 
there will he a counter revolution of 
the nionarrhinl supporters in Moscow 
and Petrograd, similar to that which 
triumphed in Ukraine. 

Skoropadsky, aided by the bourge- 
oisie and cadets, is ruling I'kraine and 
has virtually restored the old regime 
Mannerhelra in Finland, and Kress- 
noff, in the Don regions, have trium- 
phed in like manner. In a similar 
way, the provinces of the rtaltic re- 
gion have been occupied, while the 
provinces of Pskofl and Minsk are un- 
der the banner of Austro-Qerman im- 



perialism. 

Ilussia Is threatened by foreign im- 
perialists on the northwest and south. 
The Turks arc again advancing in the 
Causoaus, aiming to unite at Tlflls, 
w ith the Germans, who nre advancing 
from the north. 

With masked ounn'lng by friendly 
notes through German Ambassador 
Mii-bach, Germany is gradually ap- 
proaching the heart of Itussia, in or- 
der to pierce it at the desirable mo- 
ment. 

An alliance of German ami Itussian 
counter revolutionaries, acting from 
two fronts— the inner and the outer- 



taking no official part In these plots, 
but Ir splendidly Informed of the sltu- 
ation and is ready to appear as the 
protector of the new reactionary re- 
gime nt the proper moment. 

It Is still impossible to foretell im- 
mediate developmental but it is cer- 
tain the brief respite is nearing its 
end, however much the Bolshevlkl 
seek tolengthen It. The Bolshevlkl 
themselves admit. 

"We are already a corpse; hut there 
is no one to bury us." 

The flolshcvlki regime, due to meth- 
ods of violence similar to the old Czar- 
ism in an effort to preserve itself, is 
Universally haled.

Their conference de- 
manded a reunited, democratic front, 
abrogation of the Prest-l,itovsk treaty 
and formation of a national, socialist 
Russia In oider to restore industry, 
inaugurate oseial reforms and end 
civil war. 

The Bolshevlkl planned to dissolve 
the confercinre hut got cold feet. The 
conference is planning a general 
strike unless the Bolshevlkl yield. 
There Is no doubt the Russian revo- 
lution is fncing its final battle, in the 
counter revolution and German intri- 
gue. This will decide the fate of de- 
mocracy in Russia. The forces ai the 
disposal of the Scyiests are too weak 
to meet the situation. Holli the pro- 
letraite and the peasantry are desert- 
ing the Bolshevlkl. they finally real- 
izing the terrible consequences of the 
Brest-Li tovsh pence. 

There is complete disorganization 
of Russia's financial and economic life 
in most districts, the Bolsheviki re- 
maining in power only because of

Washington— It isn't too late tlv 
first half of June to plant late pota 
toes In all sections of the United 
States, say specilists of the Unite* 
I S'ates Department of Agriculture 
I who are recommending that all avail 
aide space in gardens he used for this 
crop to safeguard home supplies am' 
to reduce transportation 

Their recommendation is made &<• 
spite the fact that pota! IS , require 
more than most garden crops, nnd 
Should not he planted in small garden 
to the exclusion of either vegetables 
One bushel of seed potatoes w ill plant 
one-tenth of an acre or a plot 44 by 
inn feet and will produce enough po- 
tatoes for die use of a family of Ave 
during the winter. At present there 
is a surplus of old potatoes on ilic 
! market and sufficient seed can lie ob- 
tained at reasonable prices. It is sug- 
gested therefore that seed be lueri 
more liberally than last year, and that 
12 to 15 bushels of 10*4 be used per 
acre. 

It is also urged that city authorities 
and managers of large corporations 
arrange for the use of unoccupied 
land and have it plowed, prepared and 
assigned for potato growing. It is 
suggested that they could purchase 
seed in large quantities and furnish it 
to the growers nt a price just enough 
above cost to cover handling and 
shrinkage. Where fertilizers are need- 
ed they can be secured In the same 
manner. 

The demand for potatoes as a means 
for conserving wheat and other foods 
is becoming greater. Because of the 
pressure on transportation facilities 
It is desirable that more potatoes be 
produced near where they are to be 
consumed. The large production of 
potatoes in home gardens and in 
small patches during the season of 
IM1 is thought to have prevented a 
potato shortage last winter in

Lieutenant Kerfley, an English Of- 
ficer, of the Royal Dragons of Eng- 
land, delivered one of the finest and 
most stirring patriotic talks that has 
been delivered here, at the Washing- 
ton Opera House last evening. 

Due to a mistake on the part of the 
Publicity Department at Louisville the 
date of Lieutenant Keifley's arrival 
was confused, and his coming was un- 
expected to all. It was then too late 
to advertise his arrival and make ar- 
rangements through the newspapers, 
so the assistance of Mayor T. M. Rus- 
sell was sought and who readily turn- 
ed over the Opera House to the speak- 
er after the second show. 

To advertise the speaking, the bells 
in town were rung, factory and boat 
whistles were blown and automobiles 
were driven from house to house with 
speakers announcing Lieutenant Ker- 
fley's arrival and soon a large crowd 
was gathered In the Opera House. 

Lieutenant Kerfley, since the out- 
break of the war has seen active ser- 
vice In France and is now out of ac- 
tive service on account of lameness 
caused by shell fire wounds in the" 
knee. In a most graphic and interest- 
ing manner, the Lieutenant told of 
conditions in "No Man's Land" and of 
the valiant stand the allies were mak- 
iug against the gray horde, which was 
making vain endeavors to break 
through the Allies lines and devan- 
tate the rest of France. 

To the people at home, whose duty 
It Is to support financially and mor- 
ally our brave Allies and our own 
army over there, he appealed to them 
to save every cent that could be saved, 
and invest It In War Savings Stamps, 
every bit of which goes into the ships, 
that are to carry our army of boys 
safely across lo undo a tyrants wrong 
and to victory. Lieutenant Kerfley said 
"It is possible that the war will be 
over In one year, if the people of 
America buy Liberty Bonds and War 
Savings Stamps and support, the or- 
ganizations that are the backbone of 
the army, but if tbey lay down on 
their part, four years may not see its 
conclusion."

GERMANY CONMIOEKM BIG NAVAL 
0EEENM1VE 

Washington, June 11— Further evi- 
dence that Germany, In lis efforts to 
end the war this summer Is planning 
to sup port Its land offensive by send- 
ing its high seas forces against the 
combined British and American grand 
fleet, is given In an olllcial dispatch 
today from Switzerland. 

■A telegram of an oltlcinl nature," 
says the dispatch, "Is being spread 
broadcast in Germany, which says 
thai the German admiralty is consid- 
ering a big naval offensive. Orders 
supposed to have been given to keep 
whole fleet in readiness and a certain 
number of naval officers of high rank 
have been hurriedly re-called from 
Switzerland and other neutral coun- 
tries, where they have been spending 
their leave. 

"The K icier Zeltung speaks of ex- 
traordinary activity In the ports and 
the Hamburger Post publishes an in- 
terview witli Von Tirpits, who was 
asked if Germany was In a position to 
measure herself with the English licet. 
The admiral naturally replied In the 
affirmative, saying that after their 
land forces have pushed the French 
and English back on the other sides 
of Paris, it would be the turn of the 
Kaiser's boats to drive the English 
off the high seas." 

Potli in Washington and in the A1-. 
lied capitals a German seas offensive 
on a great scale had been recognized 
as a possibility and the approach 61 
the Teutonic fleet in the North Sea at 
any time would not be unexpected. 
Hear Admiral Glecaves said in a pub- 
lic addess, not long ago. that word 
bad come to the British fleet that the 
Germans were at last ready for the 
supreme test. If the battle does come 
the American naval forces will play 
their part. American dreadnaughts 
under Hear Admiral Hugh Rodman 
lolned the British fleet sometime ago 
and Admiral Cleaves In his recent ad- 
dress said when Admiral Beatty, com- 
manding the British sea fleets, heard 
lhat the Germans were coming, he as- 
signed the American ships an impor- 
tant place In the line. 

American naval officers are no less 
anxious for a finish fight than the 
Hritish and in all Allied quarters 
there Is supreme confidence. If the 
two fleets come to gripps, officers are 
certain the Germans will be decisive- 
ly defeated.

GOVERNMENT NEEDS 

BUCK WALNUT 

Has Asked "Boy Scouts of Amer- 
lea" to Locate the Timber. 

In order to carry out the program 
of the War Department It Is of the ut- 
most importance that large quanti- 
ties of Itlack Walnut Lumber should 
be secured for Its uses. 

Dlack walnut is used by the Ord- 
nance Department for the manufac- 
ture of gunstocks nnd by the Signal 
Corps for the manufacture of pro- 
pellers for battle and bombing air- 
planes. 

Scout Master P.. Y. Chambers has 
been requested, through the medium 
of the "Hoy Scouts or America", to 
get the location of all timber in Ma- 
son county and furnish the Govern- 
ment with the name of the owners, 
the sizes of the trees, and the price, 
at which it can be bought. 

There are no longer, large Individ- 
ual lots of walnut timber, but there 
is a very large supply when collected 
into groups or centers. At the pres- 
ent time there are to be found only a 
few trees here and there. 

With the exception 'if mahogany, 
which has to be Imported and thus 
burdens the shipping facilities of our 
country, no other wood Is so well 
adapted for airplane propellers and 
since four or five propellers are re- 
quired for eacli airplane and only the 
best grade of black walnut can be 
utilized for this purpose. It is impor- 
tant that the Government know, im- 
mediately, the location of all available 
supplies. 

The information data, as collected 
by the Scouts, will be sent, at once, 
to V. S. Forest Service, Washington, 
and placed at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Any land owner, having black wal- 
nut on his land or any one knowing of 
a single tree, will be doing their pa- 
triotic duty to notify Scoutmaster B. 
Y. Chambers by calling telephone No 
109.
